New York, October 17.—(By Associ- 
ated Press European Cable.)—With the 
occupation of Athens and Piraeus by 
marines from the warships of the en- 
tente powers, a_ tense situation has 
arisen in Athens. Great crowds of roy- 
alists have paraded the streets of the 
Greek capital cheering the king, and 
cordons of Greek troops and marines 
have been thrown about the railway 
etations, city hall and other points oc- 
cupied by the entente forces, to pre- 
vent clashes between them and the 


royalists. 

An unofficial dispatch says Admiral 
du Fournet was hissed by the throngs 
in the streets of Athens, and that a 
detachment of French soldiers was 
driven back by the hostiJe crowd. 

King Constantine, in a speech to the 
officers of his fleet, told them that he 
would stand by them, no matter what 
consequences might follow their loyalty 
to Greece. 

THOUSAND MARINES 
LAND AT PT : 

Athens, Monday, October 16.—(Via 
London, October 17.)—Marines from the 
ships of the entente powers to the 
number of abou a thousand have been 
landed at Piraeus and have occupied 
the railway station at Piraeus and sev- 
eral buildings in Athens. Immediately 
this became known, the streets of Ath- 
ens swarmed with Greeks frantically 
cheering King Constantine and chamnt- 
ing the Greek national anthem. Great 
crowds marched through the streets, 
thousands gathering in the neighbor- 
hood of the postoffice square. 

The war minister, General Dracos, 
ordered out Greek troops and marines 
to guard every approach to the square 
in order to prevent any clash between 
Greek civilians and the French, who oc- 
cupied that section, establishing a com- 
plete cordon about the French and tak- 
ing all precautions to avoid any inci- 
dent or accident capable of starting 
etrife. 

It is impossible to predict whether 
trouble can be prevented throughout 
the night. The Greek government is 
fully alive to the fact that Greece's fate 
hangs on the prevention of further 
measures on the part of the French 
commander. 

Royalist Demonstration. 

Earlier in the day a review by King 
Constantine of the sailors belonging 
to the vessels of the Greek navy which 
were taken poss™ sion of by the en- 
tente allies, was made the occa'’sion 
of an immense royalist demonstration, 
crowds parading the streets, hauling 
life-sized portraits of the sovereign 
and wildly cheering for the monarch. 

Admiral Damiaros, minister of ma- 
rine, read an order of the day, prai's- 
ing the loyalty of the sailors and com- 
Plimenting them on their conduct un- 
der most trying circumstances. 

After the ceremony the king as- 
gembled the officers about him and 
addressed them personally, expressing

Augusta-Athens-Atianta, First. 


It is regarded as likely that the Au- 
gusta-Athens-Atlanta project will be 
the first one to be considered by the 
federal government, inasmuch as fed- 
eral surveys have been made through 
Oconee and Walton counties on this 
route, and the federal department is 
more familiar with this route than any 
of the others proposed. 

This would, therefore, constitute the 
first or test case of the woith of the 
Georgia commission in its present stat- 
us. If the proposals of the conimission 
are accepted by the secretary of agri- 
culture it would mean that the Georgia 
commission is duly constituted to co- 
operate with the federal government in 
the construction of roads in this stake. 
Otherwise, steps will be taken to make 
such amendments in the Georgia law 
as may be necessary to comply with 
the federal staiute. 

A number of the proposed highways 
are strategic in their routing. 

This is especially true of the Rome- 
to-Menlo route, inasmuch as this route 
from Rome to Menlo constitutes the 
Georgia end of the Georgia-Alabama 
highway, for the construction of which 
the Georgia-Alabama Highway associa- 
tion was recently organized at Fort 
Payne, Ala. This highway leads from 
Huntsville, Ala., to tome, Ga. and 
forms a gateway through the Cumber- 
land mountains, The strategic value of 
such a gateway mav be realized when 
it is shown thas the Dixie highway and 
other highways leading from the nortan 
and west into the south and from the 
south northward are stopped almost as 
if by a solid wall when they reach the 
Cumberland mountains. The construc- 
tion of this highway would, therefore, 
mean that the gateway for motorists 
from the entire north and west would

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RUSSIAN TRENGHES 
TAKEN BY TEUTONS 


Czar’s Forces Lose Mile 
and Quarter of Line and 
1,900 Men in Galicia, Ber- 
lin States. 


New York, October 17.—(By Associ- 
ated Press European Cable.)—Volhy- 
nia, Galicia amd Transylvania are still 
the points where the heaviest fighting 
is taking place. Along the Somme 
front in France kagmbardments alone 
have prevailed, except to the east of 
Belloy-En-Santerre, where the Ger- 
mans threw two attacks against the 
I’rench, only to be repulsed. 

In Macedonia the. hostilities have 
been confined mainly to patrol engage- 
ments and artillery duels. Bad weath- 
er has set in throughout the Austro- 
Italian theater, and with snow in the 
mountains and rain in the valleys little 
fighting of moment hag taken place. 

Continuing their violent offensive in 
Galicia, the Austro-Germans, according 
to both Berlin and Vienna, have taken 
trenches over a front of one and one- 
quarter miles from the Kussians and 
made prisoner thirty officers and 1,900 
men. West of Lutsk, in Volhynia, the 
Russians attacked violently many 
times, but, according to Vienna, were 
everywhere repulsed with great losses. 
In the southern Carpathians, near Dor- 
na Watra, additional heights have been 
taken from the Russians by the Teu- 
tonic allies. 

In Transylvania the Rumanians 
fighting near the border passes con- 
tinue tenacious to hold back the Aus- 
tro-Germans almost everywhere. In 
the Uzul valley they have driven the 
invaders back across the Rumanian 
border. 


RUSSIANS SUFFER 
DEFEAT IN GALICIA, 
BERLIN ANNOUNCES 


Berlin, October 17.—(Via London.)— 
The Russians have suffered a heavy 
defeat in Galicia, the war office an- 
nounced today. Repeated attacks were 
repulsed and trenches on a front of 1% 
miles were taken by the Austro-German 
forces. 

Nineteen hundred prisoners and ten 
machine guns were captured. 

The statement reads: 


“Army group of ‘Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria: “rhe fronts occupied by the 
army group of General von Linsingen, 
west of Lutsk, and that of General von 
Boehm-Armolli, on the Narayuvka, 
were again the scene of victorious re- 
ulses of strong attacks in which the 
ussians again sacrificed masses of 
men without achieving any § success 
whatsoever.

not sufficiently elastic and should pe 
modified so that it might be better 
adapted to the various types of educa- 
tional institutions represented. 


To Work Out Curriculum.

England Will Await Amer- 
ica’s Announcement of Its 
Attitude, Viscount Grey 
Tells House of Lords. 


London. October 17.—The British 
government will not make any official 
representation to the United States 
concerning the German submarine U-53 
pending an announcement of its atti- 
tude by the American government, said 
Viscount Grey, secretary of state for 
foreign affairs in the house of lords 
today. 

In reply to a question concerning the 
attitude of the United States toward 
British patrols, Viscount Grey said 
that the United States admitted the 
British ships were not exceeding their 
legal rights under international law, 
but that the American government 
complained of their presence on the 
ground of the irritation which the con- 
tinued presence of belligerent war- 
ships off the coast of the United States 
naturally caused in a neutral country. 
He declared that the United States had 
requested Great Britain emphatically 
not to patrol off its coast and said 
that instructions were sent to the Brit- 
ish ship there to avoid causing any un- 
necessary irritation and tc comply as 
far as possible with the American re- 
quest. 

To Make No Representations. 

“With regard to the U-53,” the for- 
eign secretary continued, “‘we do not 
know what steps were taken by: the 
United States for patrolling its wa- 
ters or in regard to coming to port 
and securing information from news- 
papers. We do not know whether it 
is trhbe that.American warships got 
out of the submarine’s way. That is a 
matter for the American government

only, and we assume that government 
is making full inquiries. We also as- 
sume that it will announce its atti- 
tude in due course. Pending that we 
do not propose to make any official 
representation on the subject of the 
submarine.” 

The question concerning the German 
submarine raid in American waters was 
raised by Baron Charles Beresford, for- 
mer commander of the British home 
fleet; Earl Grey, former governor gen- 
eral of Canada, and others. Baron 
Beresford asked whether British crui- 
sers were removed from American wa- 
ters owing to American objections, and 
if so, what steps the government pro- 
— for the protection of British ves- 
sels. 

Earl Grey wanted an assurance that 
the report was untrue that American 
commanders of destroyers had acceded 
to the request of the German subma- 
rine commander to clear out of the way 
and give him room to blow up ships. 


No Conscription for Ireland. 

An indication that the government 
does not intend to have recourse imme- 
diately to conscription in Ireland was 
given in the house of lords today by 
Earl Derby, under secretary for war. 

In reply to a question he said that 
pending a decision on the whole ques- 
tion he would make an appeal for vol- 
untary recruiting in Ireland, to which 
he hoped there would be a worthy re- 
sponse. 

Herbert L. Samuel, the home secre- 
tary, announced today that in view of 
the restrictions on lighting on ac- 
count of raids and in order to econo- 
mize on coal, the government purposes 
ordering all shops to close at 7 o’clock 
in the evening in winter, except on 
Saturdays, when the time for closing 
will be 8 o’clock. The order goes into 
effect on October 30 and does not apply 
to the sale of intoxicants. 

NO DECLARATION 
BY U. S. EXPECTED. 

Washington, October 17.—There have 
been no indications in official cir- 
cles here that the United States would 
make any declaration of policy re- 
garding the U-53’s visit to the western 
Atlantic unless evidence of a _ viola- 
tion of international law developed. 
The raid off Nantucket is viewed as 
an isolated case, in no way reopening 
the general submarine issue and it is 
understood all the information gath- 
ered thugs far indicates that the sub- 
marine’s activities were held within 
legal bounds. The investigation, how- 
ever, has not been completed.

“The dramatic is a fundamental and 
instinctive impulse in human nature,” 
said Dr. Henderson. “I like to talk of 
the drama. At present we are in a 
great wave of creative impulse. We are 
making great strides, and it is express- 
ed this year in the great Shakespearean 
celebrations due to the tercentenary. 
We are living on the verge of a great 
popular appreciation of the drama. 

r. Henderson said that the patrons 
of the drama did not make the drama, 
but the dramatists themselves.

“Ibsen said: ‘I demand absolute 
freedom to make the drama what [ 
choose.’ The drama of the world falls 
into two distinct classes, and the line 
should be drawn at Ibsen. Before 
him the drama dealt with the endur- 
ing qualities of human nature rather 
than the transitory, but the modern 
social drama deals with the crucial 
instances of today. It has a genuine 
high aim.” 

Moliere and Shakespeare. 

He dealt with Moliere and Shake- 
speare as examples of the old type, 
saying that Moliere was the first to 
recognize man as a social animal, but 
that he never thought anything was 
wrong with society. Shakespeare fails 
to have the proper appeal today, said 
he, because he is essentially undemo- 
cratic.

NO NEGRO BLOOD 
IN JOUBERT FAMILY, 
' COURT DECIDES 


New Orleans, October 17.—Judge 
Porter Parker, in civil district court 
here today, dismissed the mandamus 
Suit recently filed by five members 
of the municipal public belt railroad, 
by which they sought to compel the 
registrar of voters to remove from the 
white registration rolls the name of 
Frank H,. Joubert, secretary and gen- 
eral manager of the belt line. The pe- 
ltitioners charged Joubert was of colored 
descent. In dismissing the suit Judge 
Parker said Joubert had proved un- 
doubtedly that there was no negro 
blood in his family. 

The dismissal of the suit followed 
the testimony of several persons re- 
garding the definition of the Spanish 
word ‘“‘mesteza,’’ which was applied to 
Joubert’s great-grandmother in the 
record of her marriage. That the word 
signified the offspring of whites and In- 
dians and was not applied to persons 
of negro blood was testified to by Fran- 
cisco §S. Carbajal, Mexico’s provisional 
president for a time in 1914, and former- 
ly justice of Mexico’s supreme court; 
the Rev. Father Michael Murphy, in-

The rector and keeper of 
the archives of St. Augusitine’s, tes- 
tified a pencilled letter ‘“‘c’’ which he 
understood signified colored was writ- 
ten beside the marriage record of Jou- 
bert’s parents and that the marriage 
had been recorded in that part of the 
book which contained records of negro 
marriages. The Keeper of the archives 
of St. Louis cathedral testified that the 
marriage record of Joubert’s grandpar- 
ents was contanied in the book for ne- 
gzroes. He said frequently in former 
days births, marriages and deaths of 
Indians also were entered in the book 
for negroes. 

Dr. W. T. O'Reilly, president of the 
city board of health, testified that in 
the old birth records an abbreviation, 
“ool.” had been added after the names 
of Blanc Francois Joubert, the defend- 
ant’s grandfather, and two other mem- 
bers of his family. The abbreviation, 
the witness said, was written in dif- 
ferent ink from that used in the original 
record.

Paris, October 17.—Monsignor Emile 
Lobbedey, bishop of Arras, has been 
decorated with the cross of ithe Legion 
of Honor for the heroism and devotion 
with which he remained at his post of 
duty under fire.

“He remained at Arras amidst the 
first lines from October, 1914, to June, 
11915, under a bombardment which was 
sometimes very violent. He exerted

10 CAUSE HEAVY LOSSES 


State Department Hopes to 
Secure Modification of 
British Ruling. 


Washington, October 17.—Great Brit- 
ain’s detention of America tobacco 
shipments is expected here to cause 
heavy losses in this country unless 
a modification of the British ruling 
can be secured. The state depart- 
ment already has made informal rep- 
resentations and officials said tonight 
they hoped to clear up the misunder- 
standing to the satisfaction of Ameri- 
can interests. 

Besides the consignments reported 
held in London, American tobacco 
valued at more than $1,500,000 is de- 
tained aboard British ships and in 
warehouses at Danish ports on the 
charge that its shipment violated the 
shipping arrangement. 

The interpretation applied to the ar- 
rangement by Britisk officials was as 
much a surprise to officials here as 
it was to the American shippers. In 
her previou's agreements for passage 
of shipments through the biockade 
lines, it was declared tonight, Great 
Britain never attempted to apply the 
doctrine of ultimate sale. The under- 
standing here was that only a bona 
fide sale to European wholesalers 
would be required in the case of to- 
bacco consignments. 

The regulation which stopped Amer- 
ican tobacco shipments was issued on 
July 15 by the British trade depart- 
ment under general authority of the 
orders in council. It prohibited the 
importation of tobacco to Germany 
or to German dealers in countries con- 
tiguous to Germany. A ‘serious dis- 
ruption to the American tobacco in- 
dustry resulted and the state depart- 
ment finally secured an agreement un- 
der which all tobacco bought and paid 
for before August 4 and shipped be- 
fore August 80 was to be admitted 
to Denmark and other neutral Euro- 
pean countries. A large quantity of 
American tobacco at once was released. 
Most of it had reached European ports 
when it developed that Great Britain 
interpreted the agreement to apply, 
not to transactions in this country, 
but to final transactions in Europe. 


MAYOR PUT ON STAND 
IN CHICAGO VICE PROBE 


Chicago, October 17.—Mayor Thomp- 
son testified today that he was guided 
largely by the recommendations of 
Chief of Police Healey in revoKing and 
in restoring saloon licenses. Restora- 
tions, however, he said, were usually 
backed up by the pleas of “reputable 
citizens, influential business men, and 
even ministers.”

PLANNING TO CHANGE 
PRAYER FOR PRESIDENT 


Passed by Deputies, Proposal 
Will Come Before Next Epis- 
copal General Convention. 


St. Louis, October 17.—The house of 
deputies of the general conference of 
the Protestant Episcopal church téday 
voted to eliminate the special prayers 
for the president of the United States 
from the morning and evening prayer 
service and to substitute for them a4 
prayer for the safety and preservation 
of the nation. The same prayer will 
be used in both services. 

As it‘ is now in the prayer book 
the morning prayer a’sks for the pres- 
ident the boon “in health and pros- 
perity long to live” and that he fi- 
nally may attain everlasting joy and 
felicity. The new prayer as adopted 
for both services, while asking that 
the president “and all others in au- 
thority” be given “the wisdom and 
strength to know and to do Thy will,” 
makes n@ reference to long life, health, 
prosperity or eternal felicity. : 

The house also voted, despite vig- 
orous protests, to omit the words “the 


governor of this state” from the even- 
ing prayer, it -being argued “that all 


others in authority” included the gov-. 


ernors., 

‘tne change, adopted at the sug- 
gestion of the comiumission On Player 
book, must be approved by the, house 
of bishops and by the next general 
convention. 

Rev. Leighton Parks, of New York, 
supporting the change, said the pres- 
ent prayer in the morning service 
was an adaptation of the prayer for the 
king itn the prayer book of the Church 
of England and that it was trivial 
to pray for the health, prosperity and 
long life of_the president. 

Tre house of deputies spent the day 
reading and discussing the proposed 
changes in the book of common prayer, 
as recommended by the commission 
appointed at the last genéral conven- 
tion. , 

The house of bishops, in secret ses- 
sion, also spent the day considering 
the proposed changes. 


Women’s Resolution Saved, 


Skilful parliamentary maneuvering 
saved the resolution admitting women 
to membership in the house of depu- 
ties from being killed by an adverse 
committee report. From the time of 
the church’s first convention, in Phila- 
delphia, in 1785, men only have been 
allowed to represent dioceses on the 
floor. 

The commission, to which the reso- 
lution, introduced by Robert H. Gardi- 
ner, of Maine, had been referred, re- 
ported the proposal was inexpedient 
at this time. Mr. Gardiner, before the 
committee report, was acted on, made 
a motion getting the original resolu- 
tion on the calendar, thu's giving it 
a chance for discussion in this house. 

Cognizance of the European war was 
taken in both houses of the convention 
today. From the house of bishops 
came the announcement that the pas- 
toral letter this year will contain a 
message to the communicants of the 
church “in view of the present world 
crisis.’ This letter is read at the final 
session of each triennial convention 
and subsequently in each Protestant 
Episcopal church in the United States. 

The Right Rev. Charles H. Brent, 
bishop of the Philippines; the Right 
Rev. William Lawrence, bishop of 
Massachusetts, and the Right Rev. 
Charles P. Anderson, bishop of Chi- 
cago, were chosen to draft the let- 
ter. 

Attitude Toward War, 


Steps looking toward an official ex- 
pression from the convention of its 
attitude on practical method's tending 
to minimize war were taken today 
when the house of deputies adopted 
@ resqlution proposing that a@ com- 
mittee of three clergymen and three 
laymen be appointed to present a res- 
olujion, embodying these ideas to the 
house. The house of bishops con- 
curred im the resolution. 

A larger religious life in the homes 
of the United States was urged ina 
resolution introduced in the house of 
deputies by the Rev. Charles N. Tyn- 
dell, of Williamsport, Pa. This reso- 
lution, which was referred to a com- 
mittee, ‘said there had been serious 
changes in the family and the home 
life of the. American people during the 
present generation and that it is to 
the church that the people look for 
a different leadership in conserving 
the best elements. The resolution 
provides for a commission of § five 
bishop's, five clergymen and five lay- 
men “to study the whole question of 
the present status and condition of 
the home and family life of the peo- 
ple of the United States in its rela- 
tion to religion and morals,” making 
a report to the 1919 convention.

The consensus of opinion among the 
county officers was that the state de- 
partment will find it is hot going to be 
able to count the use of convict labgr, 
in matching the government funds, on 
the same basis as if free labor were em- 
ployed on the roads.

POTASH IN FELDSPAR. 


It has long been known that Georgia 
feldspar and kindred minerals which are 
abundant in the northern section of the 
state offered a possible source of potash for 
fertilizer purposes which will prove invalu- 
able if it can be commercially developed. 

The important announcement has just 
been made by A. J. Young, a witness before 
the state railroad commission in the present 
contest over intrastate rates, that Georgia 
feldspar potash has already been made com- 
mercially available, and that there is now in 
operation at East Point a mill or factory 
where the commercial product is being 
turned out under a process which hag not 
yet been made public. 

The fertilizer trade has, of course, been 
aware of the efforts which were being made 
in this direction; but that knowledge does 
not detract from the importance of the first 
public announcement that actual results are 
now being obtained. 

The whole of the problem has not, of 
course, yet been solved. To make commer- 
cial potash from Georgia feldspar under the 
conditions of today is one thing; and to 
make it when the possibility of German com- 
petition has been restored is quite another. 

Still, it is important that a beginning 
has been made; and if commercial potash 
can be made today, even under present high 
price conditions, there remains the prospect 
of a development of the chemical processes 
which will bring it down to the basis of the 
German product by the time the European 
war has ended. : 

At the beginning of the European war 
Georgia feldspar was suggested as a possible 
solution of the potash problem; it offered a 
chance for relief from the German monop- 
oly, provided the chemists could work it out. 
They have made some good progress; it is 
understood the Georgia rock is furnishing 


supply of the German product remaining in 
this country. 

It is a good beginning that promises well. 
Georgia may yet solve the potash problem 
of the United States. If it does it will have 
achieved one of the most important of all 
commercial victories growing out of the 
European war. ‘ 


THE HOME-OWNER. 


The Minneapolis Journal has an edito- 
rial addressed to prospective home-owners, 
but*particularly to those with whom “the 
fear of being tied to a home is not uncom- 
mon.” 

Meeting the objections of this class, it 
is pointed out that “few men ever accumu- 
late enough to.carry them through life with- 
out first being caught and tied up.” 

Says our Minneapolis contemporary: 


Every well established business is a 
financial hitching post. The business of 
the life insurance agent is to catch and 
tie those who will not otherwise accu- 
mulate. Buying a home while living in 
it is one of the surest ways on earth to 
persuade a man to accumulate property. 

But a prudent man is not financially 
hampered by owning a home. A home 
wisely located, wisely built and wisely 
cared for is always a fairly liquid asset. 
Somebody .can be found willing to pay 
full value for such property. The chances 
are that the property will have increased 
in value in the owner’s hands. Thou- 
sands of home properties are increasing 
in value steadily, even thougn the build- 
ings grow older. Good judgment in the 
building and care of a home always pays 
g00d dividends. A man too timid to build 
a home is seldom brave enough to build 
a fortune. 


That igs the practical, business viewpoint 
of home-owning, on the basis of permanent 


a future increase in values. 

For the home-place, with the improve- 
ments that are constantly being made 
through -pride of ownership, is like money in 
bank at ever-increasing interest; and men 
of small meang have thus laid the founda- 
tion of a fortune. 

This is pre-eminently the story of home- 
investments in Atlanta, a city of home-own- 
ers, who for the most part began in a small 
way and, branching out from year to year, 
increased their holdings until a community 
of homes grew up around them and they 
had bank stock to their credit.

The spirit of temperance has already 
worked wonders in Great Britain, resulting 
in dependable, efficient home service in the 
time of the nation’s peril, and the good re- 
sults obtained through its influence have 
had a wholesome effect on the people.

Tells Why 
W oodrow W ilson 


Among the letters which were delivered 
at the Woodrow Wilson campaign headquar- 
ters, 316 Empire building, yesterday, prac- 


tically all of them containing campaign 
contributions, was one from William J. 
Blalock, president of the Fulton National 
bank, likgwise containing a check, and with 
it a discussion of the writer’s reasons why 
he is for President Wilson for a second term. 

Coming as this letter did, from a bank 
president, it should have weight, in the 
opinion of the Wilson campaign managers 
here, in counteracting the republican asser- 
tions that a continuation of the democratic 
party in power will hurt business. The let- 
ter, addressed to C. J. Haden, of the Wilson 
committee, follows: 

Cc. J. Haden: Inclosed herewith you will 
find my check for $25 for the Wilson cam- 
paign fund. 

Among the number of legislative matters 
that have been enacted by the democratic 
congress under the Wilson administration 
are two that seem to me to be of such great 
value to the business interests of the coun- 
try, and particularly of thig section, that 
these alone should make our Selakwean inter- 
ests stand for the re-election of Woodrow 
Wilson. 

The first of these, and which is perhaps 
the greatest piece of constructive legislation 
that has been enacted by congress for one-

halt century, is the federal reserve act. 
Under the workings of this act in 1914 
banks of the south were enabled to borrow 
money from the government to tide them 
over the worst situation that has confronted 
us in years. 

We believe that under this 
panics will be impossible. 

One of the greatest bankers of the coun- 
try in a@ recent speech stated that it “em- 
bodies sound, fundamental principles too 
Valuable, too essential to our financial life 
to be abandoned.”

The legislation has done more to 
stabilize the price of cotton, and to keep 
down wild speculation in this great com- 
modity, than all other influences that have 
ever been brought to bear im the cotton in- 
dustry.

Gossip Picked Up Around 
The Governor’s Office 


GOVERNOR HARRIS CLOSES 
DOOR TO NEWS SCRIBES 


You may not see the newspaper scribes 
in mourning, but if you do, the reason is very 
likely the fact that Governor Harris has shut 
the door to newspaper men in their official 
capacity. It will be all right for them to call 
upo.1, him socially, according to his private 
secretary, F. R. Jones, but not to discuss 
maiters which would be of interest to the 
public. This information came through Mr. 
Jones, who stated that this edict from the 
governor would likely stay in effect until 
“the governor changes his mind.” Reason 
unknown, 

In this edict the governor of Georgia 
seems to have set a new gubernatorial record. 
Governors in this state and others have 
barred the reporters of some newspapers for 
political or personal reasons. But so far as 
is known, however, no governor in the United 
States has ever debarred representatives of 
the press from calling upon him for infor- 
mation concerning matters interesting the 
state and the general public. 


APPLICATIONS COMING IN 
FOR PLACE ON W. A. COMMISSION 

It is understood that there have been 
filel with the governor a number of recom- 
mendations as well as applications for ap- 
pointment of a new commissioner to succeed 
the late Judson L. Hand on the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad commission. Although the 
act creating the commission provided that in 
case of any member declining to serve the 
commission should name a successor, it is 
within the power of the governor to appoint 
successors to fill subsequent vacancies, so the 
governor will appoint Mr. Hand’s successor. 

Although there has been no pronounce- 
ment from the governor's office, through the 
governor's secretary, it is understood that 
among the names which have been or will 
be presented are those of St. Elmo Massen- 
gale, manager of Governor Harris’ first gu- 
beinatorial campaign and geecretary of the 
last state democratic executive committee, 
and Colonel John T. Boifeuillet, clerk of the 
Georgia house of representatives, who stump- 
ed the larger cities for Governor Harris in 
the campaign just ended. 

It is also reported that the name of Ful- 
ler k. Callaway, of LaGrange, who was orig- 
inally named by the legislature on the corm- 
mission, but who found himself unable to 
serve and was subsequently succeeded by Mr. 
Hand, will be urged before the governor. 

lt is not unlikely that Savannah will make 
avery strong bid to have the successor to 
Mr. Hand appointed from that city, inasmuch 
as that city is very much interested in the 
several proposals made to extend the Western 
and Atlantic railroad to the sea, South Geor- 
gia will undoubtedly ask to be considered. 
since, after the next governor goes into of- 
fice, it would have three members of the 
commission from north Georgia. 


MANY APPLICANTS FOR 
COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE 
It is further understood that a numbBer 
of applications and recommendations have 
been filed with Governor Harris for appoint- 
ment to succeed Commissioner of Agriculture 
James D. Price, who has been named superin- 
tendent of the Georgia experiment station. 
Among names said to have been presented 
to the governor are those of Cliff C. Clay, 
present assistant commissioner of azricul- 
ture; J. J. Brown, commissioner-elect: John 
T. Williams, considered for a while as a 
possible opponent to Mr. Price in the lasi 
campaign; B. F. Ingram, R. F. Wright and 
others. 


0. R. HORTON BECOMES 
MEMBER OF GOVERNOR'S STAFF 

O. R. Horton, of Milledgeville, has been 
designated as a member of the governor's 
staff. 

Mr. Horton had in the past been detailed 
from the Georgia national guard as a mem- 
ber of the staff. The appointment has jus:

SETTLE IMPORTANT QUESTION 
FOR GOVERNOR'S STAFF 

An order has just been received in the 
governor's office, which, it is believed, will 
settle the question of just what uniforms 
members of the governor's staff may or may 
not wear. 

There has in the past been some discus- 
sion in military circles on this point, some 
Officials taking the position, for instance 
that such combinations as a dress cap, 
fatigue jacket, full dress trousers and a saber 
swung from a gold belt on the outside. is 
hardly permissible attire for review of troops 
in the field. 

That, however, is aside from the present 
question. The war department, it appears. 
has sent an order from the division of mili- 
tary affairs, containing the ruling that, un- 
der section 125 of the national defense act 
of 1916, colonels and Hieutenant colonels of 
a governor's staff, and other state military 
officials who are not attached to the national! 
guard, are not entitled to wear uniforms of 
th2 United States military or naval service. 

It is understood that the executive de- 
partment of the state intends to take the mat- 
ter up with Washington and learn just where 
the governor's staff stands in the matter of 
military attire, and until Washington is heard 
fromm further it is not definitely known just 
what the status of the staff igs in this re- 
spect.

10° minutes apart, and will arrive in 
Atlanta about 2 o'clock. 

The parade will necessarily be hur- 
ried, so that the members of the Fifth 
can get back to their trains at the Ter- 
minal station at the proper time.

Shropshire Announces That 
He Will Not Oppose 
Baugh for President of the 
Southern League. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) ——-The announcement from Nash- 
ville that President Clyde Shrdpshire, 
of the Nashville Baseball association, 
would not offer himself as a candidate 
for president of the Southern league at 
the fail meeting in December was the 
cause of much surprise in Birmingham 
tonight. President Robert H. Baugh 
would make no statement concerning 
the Vol magnate’s views in regard to 
the presidency, but stated that he would 
follow his policy of former years, ac- 
cepting the position provided the ma- 
jority of the league presidents so de- 
sired. 

A strenuous fight for the presidency 
was expected until the announcement 
came from Nashville late today. Shrop- 
shire, who was given a terrible defeat 
in his race for the executive chair last 
year, was considered a formidable op- 
ponent for the former president of the 
local club this year. 

“I have no statement to make in re- 
gard to President Clyde Shropshire an- 
nouncing that he would not offer any 
opposition to my re-election as head 
of the league,” said President Baugh 
tonight. “I never knew that Mr. 
Shropshire would make an active race 
for the presidency except from what I 
have read in the newspapers. 

“Tl will not make an active race for 
the chair, but if the majority of the 
presidents of the clubs signify that 
they desire me to lead the league 
again, I will accept. I have never 
made an active race for the office, and 
T never will. I will, at any time 
the club owners see fit, withdraw from 
office, provided they secure a better 
man. They would not hurt my feel- 
ings in the least if they would re- 
quest my resignation. 

“IT am in favor of clean sport and 
will conduct baseball in the Southern 
league to that effect as long as I 
am at its head. ,1 think that if all 
the presidents Would work together, 
the league would get along much bet- 


er. 

“Nashville, of course, ha's the right 
to have the league meeting in that 
city, chiefly because of custom. It 
has been the custom in the league 
for past vears, in fact, since the 
organization of the league, to hold 
the fall meeting in the city which 
won the pennant the preceding sea- 
son. The spring meeting is deter- 
mined by a vote of the club presi- 
dent's. 

“T think it would be a good idea to 
hold the meeting in New Orleans 
along with the meeting of the National 
Minor League Baseball association in 
December. Of course, this is up to 
the presidents of the clubs alone. I 
have nothing to do with it.” 

Baugh, however, was slated for re- 
election had Shrop'’shire decided again 
to bid for the honor. Birmingham, 
New Orleans, Memphis and Mobile 
were certain to vote for the local 
man, while Atlanta, Nashville and Lit- 
tle Rock would have voted against 
the present head. Chattanooga would 
be the only vote in doubt, but pro- 
vided the club does not change hands, 
it is certain to go for Baugh. Thus, 
the vote would be the same as last 
vear, when Baugh was elected by a 
vote of 5 to 3.

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EFFORTS TO AID POLES 
FILED, SAYS WILSON 


Differences. on Subject Be- 
tween Central Powers and: 
Allies Cannot Be Settled. 


Long Branch, N. J., October 17.—Pres- 
ident Wilson announced today that his 
efforts to bring about an agreement 
among belligerent nations to allow re- 
lief supplies to be sent to Poland had 


failed. 

The president gave out a statement 
saying he had received replies from 
the rulers of Great Britain, France, 
Russia, Germany and Austria-Hungary 
to a letter he sent in July suggesting 
that those nations combine to assist 
in Polish relief work. The statement 
follows: 

“I have now received replies from 
the king of England, the president of 
France, the emperor of Russia, the em- 
peror of Germany and the emperor of 
Austria to my letter of July 20, 1916, in 
which I tendered the offices of this 
government in negotiations looking to 
a fresh consideration of the possibilitv 
and method pf relieving Poland. It 
appears, I greatly regret to say, that 
there are still important differences 
between the allied and central powers 
as to the terms under which relief sup- 
plies may be sent to Poland. I am 
disappointed that I have not yet been 
successful in inducing the powers to 
conclude a definite settlement. 


Letter to Rulers. 
The letter sent by the president ¢o 
the various nations, made public today, 


is as follows: 

“Your Majesty: In view of the over- 
whelming disaster which has befallen 
the millions of non-combatant inhabi- 
tants of Poland, I feel justified by the 
universal and earnest expression of the 
sympathies of the American people, re- 
gardless of racial origin or political 
sentiment, to suggest to your majesty 
that the subjeat of ways and meaags for 
the saving of those people who still 
survive be given the further benevolent 
consideration of your majesty’s govern- 
ment. 

“While no one can fail to appreciate 
the suffering and sacrifices of the peo- 
ple adennrily engaged in the existin,s 
war, nor the differences in the way o! 
alleviating the hardships of those whu 
are the incidental sufferers of the war, 
the death by slow or rapid starvation 
of millions of innocent people is so aw- 
ful a fact that such an outcome shouts 


be averted if it is within the compass, 


of human effort to avert it. In the ef- 
fort to avert it I confidently pledge the 
co-operation of the people of the Unitec 
States if only the way can be found to 
make their co-operation effective. 


Asks Reconsideration. 


“May I therefore be permitted to suz- 
gest that an entirely fresh considera- 
tion be given to the possibilities and 
efforts for relief for Poland, and to 
tender the friendly offices of this gov- 
ernment in negotiating to this end, it 
being understood that any plan pro- 
posed shall be of such a character as to 
be adapted to the accomplishment oi 
no other result than thax of the relief 
of the distressed inhabitants of Poland 

“In conclusion, I can only add that tf 


is my sincere hope that your majesty 
will see in this note no intention to in- 
terfere with the rights and policies of 
your majesty’s government, but merely 
an attempt to express to your majesty 
the sympathy and compassion for the 
starving inhabitants of Poland felt by 
the citizens of the United States—a 
sympathy and compassion which they 
hope they may be permitted to express 
by assisting in the actual work of fur- 
nishing food to the starving inhabitants 
of Poland. 

‘“T have the honor to be, your majesty, 

“Faithfully yours, 
(Signed) “WOODROW WILSON.” 


WORKERS URGE REPEAL 
OF ADAMSON MEASURE 


Chicago, October 17.—The Railway 
Workers’ Non-Partisan association, 
which is said to have 16,000 members, 
today announced its opposition to the 
Adamson eight-hour law. Through its 
national chairman, W. J. Pinkerton, of 


Chicago, the association addressed a 
circular letter to W. G. Lee, president 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men, in which the Adamson eight-hour 
law is described as ‘‘the death knell to 
the economic organizations, the rail- 
road brotherhoods,’ and a demand that 
the measure be repealed, a convention 
to make an investigation of the facts. 

Four years ago the organization 
made a successful fight against’ the 
Bradley compensation law which was 
opposed by the organizations of rail- 
way employees. 


BATTLESHIP ARIZONA 
PUT IN COMMISSION 


New York, October 17.—The _ super- 
dreadnaught Arizona, one of the two 
most powerful ships in the United 
States navy, was put in commission at 
the navy yard here today under com- 
mand of Captain John B. McDonald. 
The vessel is manned by sixty-sevea 
marines and nine hundred sailors, said 
to be considerably short of her full 
complement. The men-‘were assembled 
from various ships. 

The Arizona, a sister ship of the 
Pennsylvania, was constructed at the 
New York navy yard. She has a dis- 
placement of 32,567 tons, is 608 feet 
long and designed for % speed of 21 
knots. She has twelve 14-inch guns 
and a second batsery of twenty 5-inch 
guns and also carries two anti-aircraft 
guns.

Berkeley, Cal., October 17.—Dr. Perci- 
val Lowell, for twenty-two years heal, 
ofthe Harvard observatory at Flagstaff, 
Ariz.. in an address ax the University of 
California last night announced as his 
most recent deduction from his study of 
the planet Mars that the so-called ca- 
nals were not water channels, but 
strips of vegetation under human cuki- 
vation and undoubtedly watered by ar- 
tificial canals. ~ 

In support of this decision Dr. Lowe!] 
said he had determined that the sma!]l- 
est observable spot on Mars would be 
at least ten miles in diameter. Canals, 
therefore, could not be seen from earth. 
Mars, he added, has four seasons, much 
like ours, but longer. 

Dr. Lowell said it was absurd to as- 
sume that the earth was the only planet 
having intelligent inhabitants. 


Rich American Children 
Are Appealed To by Pope 
To Aid Little Belgians 


Rome, October 17.—The pope has 


made an appeal to the “children of 
happy and prosperous America to aid 
the million and a half unhappy chil- 
dren of Belgium.” The request of the 
pontiff is the result of a visit paid him 
by George Barr Baker, of New York, 
who came to the vatican at the instance 
of Herbert Hoover, chairman of the 
American Commission for Relief of 
Belgium. 

Mr. Baker told the pope that the Bel- 
gian children were reduced below nor- 
mal weight and were suffering bodily 
ills through under-nourishment. He 
said that tuberculosis was increasingly 
prevalent, and had risen from 7 to over 
13 per cent. Mr. Hoover proposes to 
give the children a_ supplementary 


daily meal of a cup of chocolate or milk 


and one sweetened biscuit made with 
lard. Experience has shown that this 
addition to their diet will maintain 
their condition at normal and will re- 
Store those already weakened. The 
cost of this meal is three cents for 
each Child daily, and Mr. Hoover hopes 
to obtain the assistance of the Ameri- 
can Catholic clergy in enlisting the 
American children in relief work.
